The appended Summary, issued by the Government Statistician (Mr. R. J. Little), 
has been prepared from information relating to Road Traffic Accidents as reported 
to and investigated by officers of the Police Department or, in country areas, by 
either Police Officers or the several Local Government Authorities, during the 
3 months ended 30th June, 1953. 


It should be especially noted that:- 


() Non-casualty accidents where the total value of damage was 
estimated to be £10 or less are excluded from the detailed 
tabulations, but they are included in monthly and quarterly 
totals for purposes of comparison in the Summary hereunder. 


Casualties - Figures for "Persons killed" cover only deaths 
within 30 days after the accident, and "Persons injured" 
comprise those who received treatment by a Doctor or at a 
Hospital. 


These definitions have been observed by all States to provide a uniform basis 
in the presentation of road accidents statistics.
